A SMIRKING sharp-shooter 


jailed for life yesterday for 
ing a policeman was a 
hitman on the run for murder, 
the Daily Star can reveal. 

Former US Marine David Bieber, 38, 
one of America's most wanted men, 
had pumped himself full of steroids to 
turn himself into an Arnold Schwarz- 
enegger-style Terminator. 

He fled the States after hiring a contract 
killer to bump off his love rival and ex- 
girlfriend. Then he sneaked into Britain 
on a tourist visa, assuming the identity 
of Nathan Wayne Coleman 
— the dead six-year-old son 
of a US policeman. 

Bieber then set 
himself up as an 
assassin operating 
freely across Europe for 
eight years. 

But he was finally caught 
after killing Pc Ian Broad- 
hurst — because he left his 
DNA on a chocolate wrap- 
per at the scene in Leeds. 

Hit 

Bieber, who won a “sharp 
shooter” award as a US 
Marine, opened fire on the 
officer and two colleagues 
when they tried to arrest 
him at the wheel of a 
stolen BMW on Boxing 
Day last year. 

Detectives believe he was 
aboutto carry out a hit and 
realised the officers would 
unearth his evil secret. 

He shot Pc Broadhurst, 
34, in the chest, then blasted him again in 
the head as he lay on the ground begging 
for mercy. Pc Neil Roper, 45, was shot twice 
and only survived after emergency 
surgery Pc James Banks, 27, cheated 
death when a bullet hit his radio. 

Bieber then hijacked a car at gunpoint 
and went on the run, drawing out £6,000 
cash and dyeing his hair orange. 

He was arrested five days later at a hotel 
in Gateshead, Tyne and Wear, and the 
murder weapon was under his mattress. 
Bodybuilder Bieber, a steroid addict who

Bieber smirked in the dock yesterday as 
the jury at Newcastle Crown Court con- 
victed him of murder two charges of 
attempted murder and possessing a 
firearm and 220 rounds of 

ammunition. 

Mr Justice Moses gave 
him three life sentences, 
ordering him to spend the 

rest of his life in jail. 

If he'd been caught in his 
native Florida, he would be 
facing the death penalty. 

The judge told him: *You 
have shown no remorse for, 
or even understanding of, 
the brutality of Pc Broad- 
hurst's murder. 

“To shoot and kill an offi- 
cer in such circumstances 
— doing no more than try- 
ing to serve us all - is an 
attack on all of us." 

Visa 

Last night, Interpol offi- 
cers were probing a series 
of unsolved underworld 
shootings across Europe to 
find out whether Bieber 
was responsible. 

A senior police source 
told the Daily Star: “Who 
knows how many ‘contracts’ he fulfilled.” 

Beiber arrived in the UK on a six-month 
tourist visa. Just 17 days before he was 
due to be kicked out, he wed Brit Denise 
Corbally. The marriage lasted less than a 
year. 

Pc Broadhurst’s colleagues last night 
demanded an investigation into why the 
Home Office allowed him into the country. 

One said: “This man is pure evil. What 
sticks in many people’s throats is it could 
have been avoided. He should never have 
been allowed into Britain.”
